Looking over the vast field of souls in 
our country and others, with their desper¬ 
ate need of someone to show them the 
reality of a Christ that saves and satisfies 
the large gaps that there are where no 
one is holding forth the Word of Life, we 
are brought face to face with the greatest 
need of the day, as it has been of the 
past, of fruitbearing Christians. Only as 
each Christian realizes his privilege and 
responsibility to be a channel for the Sav¬ 
iour's use, through which He can find His 
way to lost men and women, will our 
supreme task of evangelizing our country 
and world be accomplished.

His program—the seed¬ 
ing of the whole field, and the children of 
the Kingdom are that seed; seed is always 
scattered evenly over the whole field. He 
set a pattern for us—going into all the 
cities and villages to preach and to teach, 
Matt. 9:35. His promised promotion is 
wonderful, for He offers a crown of joy 
to the soul winner and a crown of glory to 
the shepherd (one that leaves the ninety 
and nine and seeks that which is lost). 
His plea is “Follow me and I will make 
you fishers of men” but “If any man 
will come after me, let Him deny himself, 
and take up his cross daily, and follow 
me.” Yes, the proof of discipleship is in 
fruitbearing, for Jesus says “Herein is 
my Father glorified, that ye bear much 
fruit; SO SHALL YE BE MY DISCIPLES.”

The Christian . . . 

A Soldier 

The Bible speaks of the Christian as a 
soldier. He is a soldier of Jesus Christ. 
He is called a soldier because his profes¬ 
sion and task demand hardness, endurance, 
suffering. The quality of hardness is a 
prime essential in a soldier. The Christian 
who would do exploits for the supreme 
Commander must be hardened to endure 
buffets and slights, storm and cold. 

The Christian is called a soldier because 
he must be a surrendered vessel to his 
Captain. A soldier makes the will of the 
army and its supreme commander his own. 
The true soldier of Jesus Christ knows 
only one will. He understands only one 
task. This is the task that Christ has given 
him. To battle truth, for justice, for God’s 
kingdom, and the souls of men, this is the 
task. 

So the Christian is also a soldier 
because he has a battle to fight. He is 
engaged in a colossal warfare. It is a war¬ 
fare unequalled in any sphere of a man’s 
experience. He faces an enemy who is 
ruthless, violent, persistent. The enemy 
knows no leniency, no mercy. It is a three¬ 
fold enemy. There is the master strategist 
Satan. Then there is the world with its 
alluring charm so tempting to man’s nat¬ 
ural endowment. Last there is Satan’s 
fifth column, the flesh. These enemies of 
the Christian storm the citadels of his 
mind, body and soul. 

But this is a spiritual battle. So the 
Christian is a soldier not with carnal but 
spiritual weapons. He does not trust in 
jets but in the power of Jesus. His defense 
is in God and not in guns. His ammunition 
is Bibles and not bullets. Not bombing 
missions but world missions is his con¬ 
suming interest.

Permit me to say that only as we have and 
will study to be approved of God will we be sufficiently equipped to divide rightly the 
Word of Truth.

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North Battleford 


Last winter one of our teachers intro¬ 
duced the idea of students spending their 
summer months working in mental hospi¬ 
tals. As I prayed about it, I felt the Lord 
wanted me for this work. I sent in an 
application to the North Battleford Pro¬ 
vincial Hospital and was accepted several 
weeks later as a psychiatric aid. Some¬ 
time in the latter part of April I left for 
North Battleford, where I was greeted 
with friendly “Hellos” from the unit mem¬ 
bers and our M.C.C. representative, C. 
Wilbert Loewen who had come up for a 
few days from Steinbach, to get everything 
organized. 

The first few weeks of our stay, were 
somewhat formal; everyone seemed so 
modest. But later on we started to feel 
as one family. We did our cooking together 
and naturally the girls took the lead. The 
boys seemed to be bashful but not so when 
it came to eating. After meals, we did the 
dishes together. The boys also had some 
very good opportunities to “stir up the 
gift” in cooking. As a whole, I think it was 
a very valuable experience for all of us. 

The first thing upon my arrival was to 
get a medical check-up. I began to work 
on night duty. The first impression en¬ 
gendered to a certain extent, nervousness 
and fear, but this quickly disappeared as 
I became accustomed to the patients and 
surroundings. On nights there is very little 
to do, except to stay awake, which is more 
important than some may think. There are 


about sixty to eighty patients on each 
ward with the exception of a few wards 
from twenty-five to thirty patients. There 
are twelve wards for men, who are placed 
according to their mental ailments. The 
younger men are separated from the older 
men. Efforts are made to keep them oc¬ 
cupied and physically fit. Patients work 
in toy shops, shoe shops, in the barn and 
out in the fields. They also have other 
methods of curing them, as for example, 
the electric and insulin treatments. 

The work at the hospital is full of new 
experiences and sometimes unpleasant ones 
too. Moreover, there are many opportuni¬ 
ties to witness for Christ, to the staff and 
also patients. But most important is to 
live a consistent Christian life before them. 
However, discipline is a great necessity 
and has to be enforced. A good motto in 
this matter is “kind firmness” and “firm 
kindness.” 

On the whole, I have greatly enjoyed this 
work last summer. The Christian fellowship 
in the Unit was wonderful. We have had 
many blessed times together in prayer and 
meditation on God’s Word. The Lord truly 
rewarded me for this step of faith. I would 
like to urge fellow-students and Christians 
who want to go into full-time Christian 
service, especially as foreign missionaries, 
to engage in such work. It is a very worth¬ 
while experience and may prove to be a 
great value in later years.

The music, new books, and 
strange teachers created an interest for 
Bible School in the children. 

The enrolment was about fourteen and 
the attendance was very regular. Each day 
new blessings awaited us as God’s Word 
was taught to the dear children. The sing¬ 
ing, even if it was not the best, became 
beautiful as you listened to those who were 
really trusting Jesus. A favorite and oft- 
repeated chorus was, “All of my burdens 
went rolling away.” 

Too soon the week terminated. The last 
evening, which took the form of a pro¬ 
gram with singing, stories, reciting, dis¬ 
tributing diplomas, caused us to rejoice.

“Glory to God . . . peace on earth.” 
These words conveyed the evening theme 
to everyone as he entered the school 
auditorium. Here decorative efforts pro¬ 
duced a festive air, reflecting reverent 
observance of celebrating the Bethlehem 
Birth. Since the program was directed by 
the students, the faculty, in company with 
our parents or two other guests who had 
come upon invitation, constituted the aud¬ 
ience. 

The performance was officially opened 
with Scripture reading and prayer, in ac¬ 
knowledgment of our need for Him. “Heilge 
Weihnacht” by the school chorus was fol¬ 
lowed by a German dialogue. Next came 
a reading, effectively supplemented by 
harmonious humming of “Silent Night.” 

A “Pageant,” then highlighted the program. 
The story of the coming Redeemer, from 
the time of God’s promise in Gen. 3:15 to 
the fulfillment of that promise in Luke 
2, was outlined. Congruously, in closing, 
our practice of celebrating Christmas was 
stressed by the speaker, president of the 
student council. Are we aware of the 
full significance of “Christ” in Christmas 
or are we commemorating it in a false 
mythical manner?

Paul Erb, Editor of “Gospel Herald,” 
published at Scottdale, Pa., in the interest 
of Mennonites, was speaker at the Fall Con¬ 
ference (Oct. 19-21) of the Bible Acad¬ 
emy.

Stating the theme of Colossians as

the Letter, placing emphasis on the latter 
part of the key verse: Col. 1:18b. “ . . . 
that in all things He might have the pre¬ 
eminence.” “With Christ as the centre of 
our thinking, we have the basis of Christian 
faith,” the speaker went on. What place 
has Christ in our lives, prominence or pre¬ 
eminence ? 

All too soon the conference had become 
history. Everyone who heard Mr. Erb will 
agree his messages served as an incentive 
to give Christ preeminence in our lives.

News -from Brazil 


After one year in Brazil we have again 
seen the Lord work in us and for us. We 
have seen Him take care of us bodily and 
of course, He has, and always will, care 
for us spiritually. 

We still have a long way to go to be 
able to speak Portuguese (the language 
of Brazil) without mistakes. But the Lord 
has already blessed His Word and some 
souls have been saved through our humble 
efforts. Since we left Belem and came to 
Pedro Afanso we have not had any open 
results. Our ministry here is mainly per¬ 
sonal work. In the near future we expect 
to begin working with an Indian tribe 
which is up one of the tributaries of the 
big Tocantins River. Pray for this work. 

The people in this town seem to be 
very indifferent to the Gospel. There are 
believers here, so the true Gospel of Christ 
has been preached. Many are illiterate and 
apparently ignorant of their lost condi¬ 
tion. Several weeks ago I witnessed to one 
man who couldn’t read. He said he never 
heard about Jesus or even about Satan. 
We went over the plan of Salvation very 
slowly and carefully. After we had covered 
it several times I asked him if he knew 
now how he could be saved. He answered. 
“Yes.” I asked him to tell me how and 
he said to bow to images. What the Cath¬ 
olics force into a person like this will 
remain unless by the power of the Holy 
Spirit, the true Light penetrates such a 
heart.

Switzerland 

Seven months ago the words of Isaiah

life when I came to this beautiful country 
of Switzerland. I quote— “ Thine eyes 
shall see the King in His beauty, they shall 
behold the land that is very far off.” The 
splendid, magnificent, and imposing heights 
of the Alps made me pause in adoration 
in the presence of their Creator. Truly I 
saw His beauties as never before, in this 
land so very far from home. 

It was this place, among these treasures 
of natural splendor, that the Lord chose 
for me to study the French language. Sad¬ 
ly enough, a language has depths as hard 
to attain as a mountain range has heights, 
and it demands much diligence as well as 
patience to achieve these in order to make 
this language one’s own. Now, after seven 
months of study I see myself slowly emerg¬ 
ing out of a mass of grammatical rules 
and their exceptions and am beginning to 
employ them practically! 

We are nine missionaries attending this 
“1’ Ecole de Commerce” and opportunities 
to witness for Christ before the students 
and professors present themselves almost 
daily. This is a burden upon my heart 
and I request your prayers on our behalf— 
to be the Lord’s voice in this school of 
spiritually dead. 

The Evangelical Free Church of Neu- 
ch&tel has given us a royal reception and 
fellowship with them provides times of re¬ 
freshing in between our study hours. Nat¬ 
urally this familiarizes us with the scrip¬ 
tural French and that is exactly what 
we wish to have. 

Of course the purpose of this French is 
to use it in another country very far off, 
a country whose people have a claim on 
me on the basis of God’s Word. And so 
in a few short months I will bid farewell 
to this lovely dreamland of Switzerland to 
to go to that needy land of French West Af¬ 
rica, equipped with the sword of the Lord 
and the language with which to present it. 
How wonderful when together with them 
our eyes shall see the King in His beauty 
and behold the heavenly land yet so very 
far off.

Caliata is the name given to this part of 
the country, just a few blocks on either 
side of our house, but very thickly populat¬ 
ed by Quichua Indians. The next settlement 
on one side is called Lliushi and on the 
other side, a little way up the hill, is Pom- 
peya. No one knows just how many Indians 
live in these parts, because during the 1950 
census, they fought the census-takers so 
that the census could not be taken. 

The Indian lives very frugally. Each 
family has its mud huts, usually with a 
grass roof or sometimes with a tile one. 
Maybe they’ll own a couple of sheep and 
pigs — perhaps even a cow or two. And 
besides that, they till their little plots of 
ground that checker the whole countryside 
from the. tops of barren hills down to the 
bottom of the more fertile valleys. They 
live mostly from one market day to the 
next and from one feast day to the next, 
for both mean plenty of chicha (drink) 
and a temporary state of forgetfulness of 
their everyday life. 

They come to the mission for their few 
medical needs and also send their children 
to school here. They have no desire to hear 
the Gospel and listen to it only because we 
expect them to when they come for treat¬ 
ment. 

This year we have about twelve children 
attending school regularly, and it is a joy 
indeed to have a Bible class with them 
every day. Maybe it is a selfish joy, for, 
to the boys and girls, it makes little im¬ 
pression, and what they retain seems to 
be in their heads and not in their hearts. 
Nevertheless, we have the Lord’s promise 
that His Word shall not return unto Him 
void. 

At the Christmas program we had the 
pupils depict the beautiful age-old story in 
words of Scripture, both in Spanish and 


Quichua, and in the dear Christmas songs 
that mean so much to us but are so new 
to them. It was a revelation to many to see 
how it “really happened’’ instead of accord¬ 
ing to the idolatrous ritual of their tradi¬ 
tions. 

The clinic work has been carried on for 
years, but just recently a new phase of the 
work has been opened by means of the 
scalpel, some forceps, needles and sutures, 
which were given us. Very often their 
drunken fights end in broken heads that 
have to be mended. Just recently we were 
called to sew up a woman who had her 
triceps absolutely severed in a cut that re¬ 
quired about forty stitches. 

It is difficult to deal with these Indians 
in Spanish since they do not understand it 
very well. In some places they show respect 
when the Word is read, in others it seems 
to cause them to be occupied with so many 
other things that any effort seems in vain. 
We are waiting for the day when we will 
be able to approach them in their own 
tongue to tell them of the wonderful story 
of salvation.

Feed My Lambs 

This command the Lord Jesus Christ 
gave to the apostle Peter almost two thou¬ 
sand years ago. Today it is up to us as 
Christians to give the Gospel to the child¬ 
ren. Christ loved children and asked the 
disciples to let them come to Him that 
He might bless them. God’s will concern¬ 
ing children is clearly revealed in Matt. 
18:14 “Even so it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one of 
these little ones should perish.” 

A large number of students had the 
privilege, this winter, of bringing the Gos¬ 
pel to children by means of Good News 
Clubs. These clubs are undenominational 
Bible classes for neighborhood groups of 
children, so called because through them 
the children receive the Gospel or Good 
News as contained in God’s Word. They 
are not intended to supplant but rather to 
supplement the work of the Churches and 
Sunday schools. The clubs are made up of 
the children’s daily associates, regardless 
of church affiliations; they meet in homes 
and are held on week-day schedules. In 
this way .children are brought to recog¬ 
nize spiritual things as a practical and 
necessary part of their everyday lives. 

About 300 children are enrolled in the 
10 clubs in and around Steinbach. They are 
organized under the Steinbach Child Evan¬ 
gelism Fellowship, a local division of the 
International Child Evangelism Fellowship. 
The I.C.E.F. was founded in 1935 by Mr. 
J. Irwin Overholtzer and up to the present 
time the work has spread into approxi¬ 
mately 60 countries. 

A great challenge faces us as teachers. 
We must keep in mind that children are 
adults in the process of development, in 
their most impressionable period, when 
their souls, as immortal and as precious 
to God as the soul of a man or woman, 
are so easily won. How we need to con¬ 
tinually look to God for wisdom and guid¬ 
ance! Someone has well said. “When an 
adult has been saved, a soul has been 
saved; when a child is brought to salva¬ 
tion, a soul and a life have been saved.” 
May we ever be faithful to Him who said, 
“Feed my Lambs.” —Menno Hamm

As we continue to 
minister to them, our prayer is that more 
hearts might accept Him, that they too 
may experience the joy and peace we ex¬ 
perience in our daily walk with Him.
